The  English  Language  School  is  made  up  of  about 
150  foreign  students,  approximately  100  of  which  live 
on  our  campus.  The  students  may  come  from  Arabic- 
speaking  countries  such  as  Jordan,  Syria,  Lebanon, 
Libya,  Saudi  Arabia;  or  Spanish-speaking  countries 
such  as  Mexico,  Venezuela,  Panama,  Guatemala.  ELS 
also  has  students  from  Iran,  Japan,  Turkey,  Brazil, 
Thailand,  Taiwan,  and  a  few  European  countries. 
These  students  are  here  to  learn  English  and  then  go 
to  study  at  American  colleges  and  universities.

Students  usually  stay  at  Concordia  from  three 
to  six  months.  They  are  eager  to  speak  English  as 
often  as  they  can  and  learn  the  American  way  of  life. 
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The  theme  of  this  year's  PILLARS  is 
taken  from  the  First  Letter  of  the  Apos- 
tle Peter  who  wrote  of  the  necessity  of 
us  growing  up  into  salvation.  In  recent 
years  the  phrase  "That  we  may  grow" 
came  into  prominence  as  the  theme  of 
the  Dallas  Convention  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  —  Missouri  Synod,  as  well  as 
the  activities  of  the  Synod's  congrega- 
tions following  that  convention. 

"That  we  may  grow"  is  an  appro- 
priate theme  for  any  college  year 
book.  All  college  graduates  need  to 
realize  that  they  need  to  grow 
throughout  their  entire  lives.  We  con- 
stantly grow  in  knowledge,  under- 
standing, skills,  attitudes,  and  many 
other  ways.  College  graduation  is  re- 
ally only  the  beginning. 

"That  we  may  grow"  is  an  especially 
fitting  theme  for  Concordia  College. 
We  are,  above  all,  dedicated  to  spiri- 
tual growth  and  to  growth  in  the  ser- 
vice of  God  and  man,  church  and  na- 
tion.
